distribution system.

gram and various phases of 
installing new water conduits 
and pumps were inspected. 

The district will have an ulti- 
mate capacity of 1,212,000 acre- 
feet of water annually and 
Col. Clark pointed out that at 
present the acqueduct is being 
operated at about 50 per cent 
of capacity.
